Another speaker said that big civie 
contracts had been awarded to “straw” 
companies ,and hinted that the com- 
missioners themselves had somethitie 
to do with the formation of the com- 
panies, 

Mayor Short was flayed unmerel- 
fully for the high taxes this year, par- 
ticularly with regard to the special 
tuxes, and the statement was mide 
that the special taxes had not been 
equitably distributed, those friendly 
to the administration getting off scot 
free, While those openly opposed to 


the administration having to pay more, 


than their share. The refusal of 
Mayor Short to order a plebiscite on 
the re-numbering scheme was also 
denounced, 


Believed City In Bad State, 


ikdwin Poole presided, and K. A. 
DBiatehford acted as secretary of the 
meeting. The chairman said a big 


number of people believed that the 
city was in a bad state, and he asked 
the audience to come forward and 
Support the anti-administration move- 
ment, and make it a thoroughly dem~- 
catic affair, “The city was drifting iv 
a state of “Russianism.” What they 
should do was to get down to hard 
pan and make the government of the 
people and for the people. 

J. H. Treble, chairman of the per- 
manent committee, read the reso!n- 
tions passed at the recent Alberta 
avenue meeting in opposition to ‘he 
Short administration. He impressed 
upon the meeting that it was not a 
one-man affair, as had been stated in 
some quarters, 

J. Bailey Powell Speaks. 

J. Bailey Jowell referred to Alder- 
man Livingstone’s statement that ne 
would not run again unless the 
mayor stood for election also and hu- 
morously said “that would be a bad 
thing for the city. Mr. Powell said 
the selection o. a candidate to oppose 
Short might be premature at present, 
but, personally, he would not support 
a man Who would not pledge himself 
t6 bring about a new system in the 
election of commissioners. The con- 
missioners at present were like a 
House of Lords, with a little Czar at 
their head, and they had arrogantiy 
assumed the position that it was not 
the business of the ratepayers to know 
what they were doing. The commis- 
sioners were paid a great deal mvure 
than they were worth, anyway, ani it 
was time they were taught a lesson. 

Mr. Powell alleged that certain 

companies were being given big con- 
tracts without competition, One man 
man was brought over from Engiand 
and held ty .as a big contractor; an- 
other man, formerly a phumber’s heip- 
er at Brandon, was hvivted into the 
dumping ground called .ie engineer's 
department, and then t sen out and 
with the other man gi... a contract 
worth millians of dolla: He did wot 
suy the commissioners had any in- 
terest in these companies, but it did 
seem strange that these men couid 
come here without any particulr rec- 
ord as contractors and obtain vaiu- 
able contracts while if the ratepayers 
asked anything about the matter, they 
were told to mind their own business 
Big Increase In Taxes, 
Powell said his own taxes this 
yeur had increased by five hundred 
per cent. One lot on Kirkness, assesh- 
ed for eight hundred dollars last year 
was assessed for $5,200 this year. sle 
also had to pay a special tax of $193.- 
50 w year for twenty years for paving, 
which did nat actually cost at the out- 
side more than $860, There were 
some people belonging to the Short 
clique Whose taxes had not been in- 
creased one single dollar. People who 
made fish of one and flesh of another 
in this way should be thrown out of 
oflice,

MAY BUILD BIG DAM 
AT ROCKY RAPIDS 


English. Capitalists Are Now 
Having Survey Made on the 
Saskatchewan River 


An engineering work of great im- 

portance, Which, if completed, may 
prove to be a great factor in solving 
the power problem in Bdmonton and 
the vicinity, is at present being carried 
on at Rocky Rapids, on the Saskatche- 
wan River twenty-four miles due south 
of Entwistle. An English company of 
capitalists, with Sir John Jackson at 
their head, have all the summer been 
earrying on preliminary work with a 
view to the erection of a big dam at 
the rapids, with the subsequent inten- 
tion of supplying power for the cities 
and towns within the circumference of 
big radius. 
In 1911 a company composed of lo- 
cal men aequired from the Dominion 
government the right to develop power 
at the rapids, but their interests after- 
wards passed through other hands un- 
til Sir John Jackson and his'‘company 
obtained control. About thirty men 
have been employed for several 
months, and $76,000 has, it is stated, 
been expended, with the view of ac- 
curately guaging the power possibili- 
Tes*vf the location; and although 
nothing has officially been given out 
by the company, it is believed that 
they are satisfied with the progress 
that has already heen made, and have 
decided to go ahead with the proposi- 
tion, 

Mr. McCarthy, the chief engineer 
who has been in charge of the work 
this year, left two weeks ago on a 
trip to the old country. He intends 
to return early in the new year, and 
a definite announcement of the  in- 
tentions of the company may then be 
expected, 

Drillings have already been made 
in the river bed diamond drills for- 
tmerly used in the construction of the 
big dam at Bassano being used for 
this purpose. The dam it is proposed 
to erect will be of reinforced con- 
crete, seventy feet high, The river at 
that point is about one hundred yards 
wide at high water mark. In order 
to facilitate the delivery of the big 
quantities of cement and other ma- 
terial, a narrow guage sptr from Ent- 
wistle to the rapids has been talked 
of. The dam would necessitate the 
employment of several hundred men,

It was a humiliating position § for 
Canada to occupy. It was a retrogres- 
sion of seventy years. It was time 
to move forward with dignity and 
self reliance and occupy a high posi- 
tion among the nations of the world.

HAS ONE. OF BIGGEST 
FARMS IN ALBERTA 


Russian Civil Engineer New Liv- 
ing at Bassano is Visitor to 
Edmonton 


owner of one of the largest 
and most up-to-date farms in Al- 
berta, A. W. Perelstrous, a Russian 
civil engineer, who built dry docks 
at Port Arthur and Dalny for the Rus- 
sian government, now living at Bas- 
sano, Alta. is staying at the Corona 
Hotel. 

He came to Bassano in November 
last, having bought seven sections of 
non-irrigable Jand near that town 
from the CP. R. By the end of April 
of this year he had put in seven hund- 
red acres of crop, and had expended 
$40,000 in buildings and $17,000 in 
machinery. He also owned 140 head 
of cattle, of which 55 were pure-bred 
Holsteins; sixty hogs; and 400 pure- 
bred chickens of the Plymouth Rock, 
White Leghorns and Rhode Island 
Red variety. That is a record for 
energy typical of the Western farm- 
er, Who goes into the business with a 
determination to succeed. 

2000 Acres in Crop. 

| This year Mr. Perelstrous had two 
thousand acres in crop, and eighteen 
hundred acres broken. Included in 
his crop were three hundred = and 
fifty acres of flax, which yielded six 
thousand bushels. The flax has been 
tested and shows 99 per cent. of germ- 
ination qualities. He will sell it for 
teed. Besides that, he had four thou- 
sand bushels of oats, 150 acres 
green feed, and 100 acres of barley, 
also for feed. 

The place is known at the “white 
farm,” all the buildings being painted 


The 


white. Almost every modern utility 
is installed, the houses and = farm 
buildings being equipped in such a 


way as to make the ordinary, every- 
day farmer's mouth water. Water and 
sewerage systems have been provid- 
ed; all the buildings are lighted by 
electricity; and there is steam heat in 
the farm house and barns, and also 
in the laborer’s cottages. There is 
also a steam cooking outfit, and itus- 
sian baths for the laborers. The 
farm help consists of twenty Russian 
Jaborers, two of them having their 
familiee with them. 
800 Acres of Pasture. 

The barn is 100 feet long, 50 feet 
wide, and 38 feet high. There are now 
on the farm 2100 chickens, all hateh- 
ed in incubators. The farm is all 
fenced and cross fenced, There are 
eight hundred acres of pasture with 
a well, windmill, and pon for water, 
Mr. Perelstrous, who has’ invested 
$107,000 on the property to date, is 
now engaged on contracts for fencing 
and other work for the C, P. BR.

INSECT HOUSE IN 
THE LONDON Z00 


Living Butterflies, Moths and Other 


Insects Now Are On 
Exhibition. 
London, Oct. 22.—A new insect 


house, of an original pattern, in which 
living butterflies, moths and other 
insects are exhibited in something like 
natural conditions has just been open- 
ed in the London Zoological Gardens. 
The spectators pass through a central 
corridor, between glass enclosures on 
either side, specially lighted by a 
system similar to that employed in 
aquaria. Arrangements have been 
made with entomologists in various 
parts of the world to collect and send 
home tropical insects, in their dor- 
mant stages, but the house for the 
present is filled with ‘hardier crea- 
tures. One of the largest compart- 
ments is occupied by a number of 
peacock butterflies.

FAILS T0 DRAW 
an, HUGE. AUDIENCE 


English Suffragette Leader Ad- 
dresses Meeting in Madison 
Square Garden 


HUNGER STRIKERS ON 
PLATFORM WITH HER 


Declares Nothing Can Be Got 
From English Parliament Ex. 


cept Through Violence 


New York, Oct. 21.——Mrs. Emmel- 
ine Pankhurst, addressing tonight in 
Madison Square Garden her first Am- 
erican mass meeting on her present 
eventful trip, explained why militant 
methods for the cause of woman suf- 
frage are carried on in England, but 


not in America and defended the em- 
ployment of such methods. She criti- 
cized the British government as the 
most conservative on earth and held 
it responsible, through failure to en- 
act legislation desired by women, for 
women resorting to violence to obtain 
the bailot. Only through dynamic 
means, she declared, could English 
women hope to secure laws abolishing 
White slavery, industrial evils and 
other conditbns affecting women. 
Hall Quarter Filled. 

Preparations had been made for an 
overflow meeting at Madison Square 
Garden, but the big hall, with a seat- 
ing capacity of some 12,000 perseuns, 
Was scarcely one-quarter filled. This 
was attributed by the suffragettes vo 
the uncertainty that existed almost 
until the eleventh hour as to whether 
the immigration authorities would al- 
low Mrs. Pankhurst to make her ap- 
pearance on the public lecture plut- 
form in this country. 

Some leading suffragists of this 
country and a few “hunger strikers” 
from England were with Mrs, Pank- 
hurst on a stage draped with a tri- 
colored flag bearing the inscription: 
‘Resistance to tyranny is obedience to 
God.” 

Wearing small badges, signifying 
that their militancy had resulted in 
jail terms, were Miss Eliza McKenzie 
and Miss Mary Keegan, English girls 
who came here to accept business op- 
portunities, and Miss Lucy Burns and 
Miss Elizabeth Freeman, American 
girls who went to England to fight for 
“the cause.” Mrs, ©. H. P. Belmont 
and other American suffragist leaders 
sat with them. 

Demonstration Lasted Two Minutes. 

Mrs. Pankhurst was introduced ly 
Chas. Edward Russell, the Socialivt 
candidate for mayor. The audience, 
the majority of them women, made a 
demonstration lasting two minurea 
when the English militant leader tried 
to speak. Women Stood on chairs 
and frantically waved handkerchiefs 
and yellow flags. Mrs. Pankhurst clos- 
ed her eyes and waited for the e- 
thusiasm to die away. Her experience 
with the immigration authorities Mrs. 
Pankhurst spoke of with praise, de- 
elaring the work at Bilis fsland «ad- 
mirably done and the immigrants car- 
ed for there far better than are tne 
pocr, alien and native in Great Brit- 
ain, 

“I have been accustomed to pleid- 
ing my own case in England,” she 
said. “I wanted to go to Washingten 
and plead my own case there. I want 
to thank those who pleaded for me 
there, and thank the American public, 
I do not thank the Washington auth- 
orities and I do not think President 
Wilson wants to be thanked. He wou. 
say ‘1 did my duty’. I congratylate 
the American peop'’s who have offic- 
ials in high places who perform their 
duties as they see them.” 

Tried Persuasion First. 


Women tried persuasion and argu- 
ment in England, peaceful means chit 
have been effective here, Mrs. Pank- 
hurst said. These failing, violence »e- 
came necessary. “Nothing was ever 
got from an nglish parliament ex- 
cept through violence," she ssid, “Tne 
machinery of the British government 
is an elaborate arrangement of how 
not to do anything.” 

Whatever social legislation has been 
secured has been due to “women's s0- 
cial war’ and much of it was granted 
to soften the spirit of the suffragettes. 
The old age pension law, she declared, 
was granted to saye Winston Spencer 
Churchill his seat in the cabinet, The 
names of Churchill, Asquith and 
Lioyd George evoked hissing. 

by nature law-abiding, hating vio- 
lence and disorder, Mrs, Pankhurst 
said she, had from the beginning felt 
absolutely guiltless, for she believed 
there was no other way to secure 
women's rights. 

Fighting For Their Sisters, 

“The women who have drawn the 
prizes in life's lucky bag are the ones 
who are waging this war,” she said, 
‘The women with good fathers, good 
husbands, good brothers, and who are 
engaged in useful industries are tight- 
ing for the women of all classes,” 

Mrs, Pankhurst discussed equal suf- 
frage and white slavery, White slav- 
ery she characterized as more awful 
even than aegro slavery in its worst 
form ever was in the U. 8. In this 
slavery are slaves of every color and 
they are all of one sex, She criticized 
Mngland’s fogging act, providing pun- 
ishment for white slave agents. “Why 
don't they go to the seat of evil,’ she 


suld. “Why don't they punish che 
customers? With no demand there 
would be no traffic. Give the women 


the opportunity to frame the legisla- 
tion and there will be no white sla- 
very. The government of the country 
is the biggest white slave firm we have 
got.” 

Answers Her Critics, 

Mrs. Pankhurst answered American 
critics who have said she came on a 
money making mission. Benjamin 
Franklin went to France for aid for 
the American revolution she remind- | 
ed, and “Irish law-breakers came here 
to gather money to carry on their 
campaign, and Americans responded,” 
She continued: “Why should I not 
come to ask help? What helps wav! 
men in England will help women ull 
over the world,”

INDIAN IS’ FOUND GUILTY. 

The hearing of the charge against 
John Bull, an Indian from the 
Piain reserve, of having failed to pro- 
vide necessary medical attendance for 
his wife Nancy, whereby her death 
had been caused, Was resumed at the 
Supreme Court yesterday afternoon. 

Bull, giving evidence on his own 
behalf, stated that the injuries to his 
wife had been caused at early dawn 
on the 26th of May She had been 
drunk the night before, and he nad 
set up beside the camp-fire, support- 
ing her in a sitting position. Fina.iy 
he had dropped asleep, and had been 
awakened by hearing her scream, Ile 
found that she had fallen sideways 
into the tire ,and her clothes were 
alight. 

The next day he had had her 
moved to his home, and had boiled up 
certain herbs used by the Indians for 
burns, and had alsoé’ boiled up tallow 
and applied both remedies every four 
hours. He had also offered to tase 
her to a hospital, but she refused 
be moved 

The jury retired at 4 p. m., and re- 
turned at 5 o'clock with a verdict that 
Bull was guilty of ineglecting to pro- 
vide medical attendance for his wife, 
thereby lessening,her chance of recoy- 
ery. Prisoner was remanded for n- 
tence, 

The hearing of the second charge 
against O. T. Rudolf, of having 
tempetd to murder Fritz Maurer, near 
Pierce, on 28th July, was begun at 
the Supreme Court yesterday after- 
noon betore Mr. Justice Simmons. 

The trial had not concluded 
o'clock, and was then adjourned until 
this morning.
